THE INNOCENT SUFFER . 

The dispatches — state that there are thousands 
of child - narcotic addicts in New York, and that 
where the parents are addicts the children liv- 
ing with them are almost sure to become the 
same. It is always that way with all our wrong- 
doings—the imnocent must suffer. 

What a pity it is that these young men bandits 
that are flooding the country with crime cannot 
pause to think of the terrible effects of. their acts ‘ 
upon others. Some mother’s or wife’s heart is 
nearly always sure to be broken by the shame 
and disgrace brought upon them. Our courts 
would have little to do and our prisons would be 
empty if each person would only consider that 
part of the criminal career. Those whom we 
love and would spare must suffer. For them there 
is no escape. 

This is something that parents and _ teactiers 
should impress upon the minds of all our boys 
and girls while, they are yet young and innocent. 
Point out to them that even if they get desperate 


that still they should have some consideration for 
their families and friends, whose heads must be 
bowed in shame and humiliation when discovery 
and arrest comes, as come it always does, sooner 
or later. Always then the condenmed grieves 
over the heartache he has caused mother and 
father, or wife or sister but it is then too late. 
They have to suffer for what he has done. 


If congress wants to throw great proSperity in 
the paths of the growers of cotton, tobacco and 
wheat, it should pass a law prohib:ting all, those 
commodities from general use.
